8:02pm- 122 Claremont Avenue. Sal Pinchero, Contractor from SPJ Construction Company 
presented plans. 

The Arlington Historical Commission held a hearing on November 2, 2016 to review 
proposed changes to the exterior of 22 Claremont Avenue. This property is listed on the 
Arlington Historical Commission Inventory of Significant Properties. At the hearing a 
quorum of the Commission voted unanimously to authorize repairs to the garage as follows. 
The siding will be removed and the damaged framing will be repaired. New wood 
clapboards to match the original will be installed. The trim and fascia boards will be 
replaced with Azec PVC with the same dimensions as the original. Five double hung 
windows will be replaced with Harvey Tribute vinyl, double-hung windows with simulated 
divided light, six over six lights to match original. 

A new vent on the front and back gable end of the garage will be installed. The style will be 
selected in consultation with the Historical Commission monitor. 

The side door will be repaired and replaced, if needed, with a new wooden door to match the 
original. 

Any other exterior changes to the building must be communicated to the Commission 
monitor for approval. Eric Stange, Commissioner, will be the monitor for this project. 

8:30pm- 187 Forest Avenue- Kathy Conley present. 

Ms. Conley purchased the property in 2004 and plans to replace the siding and windows. 

It was determined at this meeting that additional information is required to complete this 
hearing. A motion was made to continue the hearing on site with the contractor. This hearing 
ended at 9:09pm. 
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9:10pm 18 Kensington Street Paul Dalton and Alan Simao- owners present. 

A stop work order was put into effect due to the demolition of the exterior and removal of 
windows without proper permitting being obtained from the Building Department. Chair 
JoAnn Robinson, will meet with the Town Counsel to discuss this situation and what fines or 
delays may be put in place.
